LDS Church gives aid to hurricane victims — 


Missionaries direct 


large relief effort

Cleanup and relief efforts by The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints in Florida following Hurri- 
cane Andrew have been extensive, 
thorough and organized. And 
they’ve earned some attention. 

LDS missionaries and members 
have joined forces with other organi- 
zations during the past week to re- 
construct areas that have been com- 
pletely wiped out. And the efforts of 
the Church were the first and most 
organized of any in the area. 

“We had 1,800 people from the 
mission and the area stakes come out 
last weekend,” said President 
Garfield Cook of the Florida-Ft. 
Lauderdale Mission. “We had the 
missionaries directing the crews be- 
cause they know the area better than 
anyone. They map out every street 
of these places.” 

Cook also said that initial ship- 
ments of food and clothing from cor- 
porations such as Walmart and oth- 
ers were directed to the LDS 


trailer with food, water, communica- 


storehouse and other LDS shelters 
“because the other agencies were so 
disorganized at first.” 

Last week’s hurricane swept 
across Florida and later hit sparsely- 
populated areas of Louisiana. Ear- 
lier Andrew had devastated a num- 
ber of islands. Authorities have 
estimated damage in the tens of bil- 
lions of dollars, the highest ever for a 
hurricane. 

After the storm hit, the Church 
immediately authorized area meet- 
inghouses for Red Cross emergency 
use and set up shelters for thousands 
of people left homeless by the de- 


ies were manning the shelters, 
cooking food, providing sanitation 
and distributing clothing. 

Missionaries have gone out en 
masse, leading teams of members 
and others in reconstruction ef- 
forts. “They go out in little crews 
and take a bunch of supplies with 
them,” Cook said. “They’ve been 
doing everything. The only things 
we don’t let the elders use are 
chainsaws and other heavy equip- 
ment. We let more experienced 
people handle those.” 

Cook said donations have been 
tremendous. Earlier in the week 
the Church sent an emergency 


tions equipment, tents ‘and sleeping 
bags from the Bishop’s Storehouse in 
Atlanta. The Church also shipped 
plywood and plastic sheeting in from 
Tampa, Fla. 

The damage has been so compre- 
hensive that there is little else the 
missionaries can do besides help. 
“They certainly can’t go tracting,” 
Cook said. “They have been very 
helpful, though, because most other 
people in the area have lost homes 
and other belongings and are a bit 
attached to all of that. The mission- 
aries are from different areas, so 
they’ve been able to devote all their 
energies to the effort.”

Opponents of the pari-mutuel wa- 
gering bill are betting on its defeat by 
outspending supporters and raising 
nearly eight times as much money. 

The issue is pivoting Utahns 
against each other and groups on both 
sides of the debate are hoping to sway 
voters in November with costly me- 
dia campaigns. 

Utah Citizens Against Pari-Mutuel 
Gambling reported raising $230,541 
and spending $120,677 to kill the bill.

$30,113 and spent $26,738. 

Opponents said they have more 
than 4,500 individual contributors, 
many of whom chipped in $5 or $10. 

However, the bulk of their cash 
comes from a handful of wealthy indi- 
viduals.

Smith made a personal donation of 
$50,000 and his company added 
$10,000. Smith, the owner of 18 quar- 
ter horses, said, “This is not a horse 
issue, it’s a gambling i issue.’

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U.N. allowed to monitor Serb weapons 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — The leader of Bosnian Serbs agreed 
Wednesday to put his heavy weapons around Sarajevo under U.N. supervi- 
sion, and a U.N. official said peacekeeping operations could last for years. 

Despite the agreement by Serb leader Radovan Karadzic on U.N. monitor- 
ing of Serb artillery, mortar shells fell again on Sarajevo, and loyalist troops 
pressed on with their desperate attempt to break through Serb forces that 
have encircled the capital for five months. 

The developments came a day before a new round of peace talks sponsored 
by the United Nations and the European Community in Geneva. Apart from 
ending the war, a major aim of the talks is to ensure aid gets to the estimated 2 
million people from Bosnia who are at risk from cold or lack of food this winter. 

Leaders of Bosnia’s ethnic factions met for an initial round of peace talks in 
London last week. The fighting, which has killed thousands, broke out after 
Bosnia’s majority Muslims and Croats voted on Feb. 29 for independence from 
Serbia-dominated Yugoslavia. 

Fred Eckhard, the U.N. spokesman in Sarajevo, said Karadzic signed the 
supervision agreement Wednesday. 

Marrack Goulding, the U.N.’s top peacekeeping official, was expected in 
Sarajevo on Thursday to begin laying the ground work for a “greatly expanded 
command center of U.N. forces in Sarajevo,” Eckhard said. “I’m expecting an 
extended stay of the U.N. in former Yugoslavia,” he said. “It could be years.” 


Idaho man, sons plead guilty to defacing 


SALT LAKE CITY — An Idaho man has pleaded guilty to charges 
involving the defacing of a rock wall inscribed with ancient Indian art. 

Gordon J. Black and his sons Robert Black, 17, and Byron Black, 15, all of 
Rexburg, Idaho, are accused of scratching inscriptions into the wall and 
writing over the art with charcoal. 

U.S. Attorney David Jordan who announced the guilty pleas on Wednesday 
said the incident occurred on, or about, April 25 near the Alcove Site in 
Canyonlands National Park. 

The wall is part of a site dating back to the Archaic period and is listed on the 
National Register of Historic Places, he said. 

Authorities also believe Gordon Black watched as the site was defaced and 
did nothing to stop his sons, Jordan said. 

The father pleaded guilty to a civil penalty under the Archaeological Re- 
sources Protection Act and was ordered to pay a fine of $1,400. 


Sears settles charges of poor auto repair 


CHICAGO — Sears, Roebuck and Co. said Wednesday it has agreed to 
settle charges across the nation that it cheated customers by doing shoddy or 
unnecessary work at its auto repair shops. 

Sears said the settlement could affect 933,000 transactions and cost Sears 
$15 million after tax adjustments. 

Under the agreement, Sears will give coupons worth $50 for Sears merchan- 
dise or services to thousands of customers. Those eligible include anyone who 
had Sears install certain auto parts, including master brake cylinders, shock 
absorbers, or brake calipers between Aug. 1, 1990, and Jan. 31, 1992. 

The California Department of Consumers’ Affairs was the first to charge 
Sears with cheating customers. On June 11 it moved to revoke or suspend the 
auto repair licenses of all 72 Sears auto shops in the state. 

The department said an investigation found Sears oversold auto repair work 
90 percent of the time, with unneeded repairs averaging $223 per car. 


Germans ponder change in asylum laws

anes plenty of people off guard: “Refugee Shelter Seeks German Cleaning 
Lady.”

Even the opposition Social Democrats, long the firm champions of Ger- 
many’s liberal asylum laws, say it’s time for a change — and for cuts in the 
refugees’ handouts.

Panel clears deputy 
inSLC shooting

SALT LAKE CITY — A Salt Lake 
County sheriffs deputy was within 
the law when he shot an unarmed man 
in the head during a beer theft last 
month, an independent panel of pros- 
ecutors said Wednesday. 

The lawyers said Deputy Vaughn 
Allen was reasonable in his belief that 
18-year-old Stevie Manzanares may 
have had a gun when the deputy saw 
light glinting off a silver beer can in 
the victim’s hand. 

Manzanares, who was driving the 
getaway car, remained in fair condi- 
tion at LDS Hospital Wednesday suf- 
fering from the bullet wound that en- 
tered behind his right ear and exited 
through his left cheek. 

“We conclude that, under the cir- 
cumstances then confronting Deputy 
Allen, his belief, though mistaken, 
may have been reasonable,” the at- 
torneys wrote in a unanimous report 
to Salt Lake County Attorney David 
Yocom. 

“We conclude that as prosecutors 
we would be unlikely to prove beyond 
a reasonable doubt that his belief that 
he should use such force was not rea- 
sonable under the circumstances.” 

The report indicates, however, 
that the victim may have been issued 
confusing orders by lawmen. Another 
deputy, Kent Mattingly, who was 
standing on the driver’s side of the 
car, told him to put his hands up 
where they could be seen. 

But Allen, who was on the passen- 
ger side of the vehicle, apparently 
shouted “Don’t move!” and “Don’t!” 
just before he fired through the open 
door. 

The track of the wound indicates 
Manzanares was looking at Mattingly 
when the shot was fired, according to 
the report. 

Officials discounted speculation 
that Allen’s Smith & Wesson semiau- 
tomatic handgun discharged acciden- 
tally. “The shooting was intentional,” 
said Assistant Utah Attorney Gen- 
eral Michael Wims, a member of the 
panel. 

“Allen told investigators, ‘I just 
saw the gun in his hand and I thought 
‘I’m going to die,”” Wims said. 

The decision doesn’t surprise His- 
panic community activists, who be- 
lieve the shooting may have been 
racially motivated. If they can’t get 
justice in the criminal courts, they 
say, the family may sue the county. 

“The issue isn’t resolved and it is 
not over,” said Lee Martinez, vice 
chairman for community issues for 
the Salt Lake chapter of La Raza. “I 
can say I’m disillusioned and disen- 
chanted, but not surprised.”

WASHINGTON — The fine dis- 
tinctions between lies and hyperbole 
are blurring rapidly this election 
year, treating voters to a strident 
late-surimer spectacle usually re- 
served for late fall.

Andrew volunteers 
brighten the gloom 


Governments, both state and federal, have been blamed for the slow response to Hurricane 


Andrew. 
Maybe some of the criticism is warranted. 


Much of it is indirectly leveled against President Bush. The Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency, the government’s first line of defense for relief efforts, was woefully slow to 
respond, taking four days to suggest federal aid to Florida. 

It is true that response was delayed and should not have been. 

Now, however, Bush has promised to foot the bill for repairing all public property destroyed 
by the storm. The federal government normally only pays 75 percent. Bush also pledged to 
restore Homestead Air Force Base, which brings $190 million to the local economy. 

But perhaps the best thing Bush could and did do was to call on the American people to give 


of themselves. 


“Pitch in in any way you can,” he told America during a live broadcast Tuesday night. 

And he’s right. The volunteer effort is what will pull the victims through this disaster. 

Although the federal government has been accused of a sluggish start, that is not necessar- 
ily the case. Perhaps the state government and Gov. Lawton Chiles are to blame for the 
original delay. (Bill Clinton has called for an investigation of government relief agencies. 


That’s probably a good call.) 


But help should start at home, and the same goes for communities. 
Obviously Homestead, Fla., the hardest-hit town, was decimated. That would leave relief 


up to the county or the state. 


But Bush moved in quickly after Chiles’ call for help. And so did the volunteers. 

“We can never extinguish the American spirit,” Bush said. 

Thousands of people have volunteered aid to the victims of Andrew’s wrath. Former victims 
of Hurricane Hugo’s destruction have driven down to Florida, knowing what Andrew’s 


victims are suffering. 


The Army has been sent — 20,000 troops worth — to help clean up the damage. While they 
are not truly volunteers, they are part of the people-based solution to the devastation. 
Contributions to the Provo chapter of the American Red Cross so far total $3,000 for those 


left homeless and destitute. 


Volunteers made 30,000 calls to the American Red Cross nationwide after Tuesday night’s 
presidential speech and pledged $2.5 million in aid. Overall, $11 million has been raised. 

That is where the American spirit lies. Not just in capitalism and trying to better oneself, 
but also in the spirit of community and in looking out for one’s neighbor. 

Although speaking on a different type of volunteer work, Provo Mayor Joe Jenkins identi- 
fied the essence of the spirit in a speech Tuesday night. “People who volunteer know 
something that nobody else knows. There’s a reward for being a volunteer that’s more than 


you could ever be paid.” 


Regardless of politics, regardless of which party does or doesn’t do something, the Ameri- 
can spirit has shown through the turmoil. Spirit alone cannot rebuild what Andrew destroyed, 


but it can rebuild the desire to give it a try.

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Serbs willing to trade land 
for Bosnian peace, equality 


Global Viewpoint editor Nathan Gardels 
interviewed Radovan Karadzic, leader of the 
Bosnian Serbs. 


Q. British Prime Minister John Major said 
during the London Conference that “territo- 
rial concessions” were fundamentally neces- 
sary to move forward on peace in Bosnia. 
After months of fighting, you claim to hold 70 
percent of the territory in Bosnia. Are you 
prepared to give up the territory you have 
seized by force? 

A. Yes, we are. We are ready to negotiate a 
substantial reduction of the territory we hold. 
We are not concerned about territory. Terri- 
tory is not happiness. We can make a good 
agreement on territo- 
rial concessions with 
Muslims and Croats. 

Though Serbs le- 
gally own 64 percent of 
Bosnian land, we are 
ready to reduce what we hold to 50 percent — 
perhaps less than what was under our control 
before the outbreak of war on April 15 — if it 
will enable us to draw very clear and lasting 
boundaries that demarcate Muslim, Croation 
and Serb areas. Enduring peace can only be 
based on such a clear outline of territories. 

I envision that Sarajevo will function as 
two cities in one, both Muslims and Serbs 
coexisting there. We are ready to make con- 
cessions to our neighbors by withdrawing 
from the core of the city. 

Q. What was the point of waging such 
bloody battles to gain territory when you are 
so readily willing to give it up? 

A. Because the Muslims didn’t want to 
transform Bosnia into a confederation or into 
three constituent states for Croats, Serbs and 
Muslims. They want the whole of Bosnia- 
Herzegovina for themselves. The Bosnian- 
Muslims want, ultimately, to dominate, rely- 
ing on a very high birthrate. They even 
wanted to move some Turks from Germany to 
Bosnia to help build their Islamic society. 
Since such a strategy of domination would be 
at the expense of Bosnian Serbs, we have 
resisted it by protecting our own villages. 

Of course, in the fighting we have taken 
some strategic areas that were populated by 
Muslims, but which we are prepared to give 
back once we arrive at a formula for lasting 


peace based upon a constitutional arrangment 
that is not against the interests of Bosnian 
Serbs. 

You ask why we have been fighting. We 
have not been fighting to gain territory. We 
have been fighting for the principle that there 
will be three autonomous communities in 
Bosnia-Herzegovina in order that no one of 
the three dominates the other, in order to 
prevent the coalition of two against the third. 

Historically, the Croats and Muslims have 
coalesced against the Serbs. So why are we 
fighting? We are fighting to protect ourselves 
from becoming vulnerable to the same kind of 
genocide that coalition waged upon us in 
World War II when 700,000 Serbs were 

killed. Today, Serbs 

would be 60 percent 

of the population of 

Bosnia if this geno- 

cide had not been 

committed. We will 
never again be history’s fools. Never. 

Q. During the London Conference, the his- 
toric National Library burned down during 
fierce fighting. Who is responsible? 

A. Muslims. They burned down the Sara- 
jevo library because they saw it as the her- 
itage of the Austro-Hungarians. We know it 
was arson and not shelling because the fire 
came from the lower floor. 

Q. And you expect the world to believe that 
your forces were not firing on Sarajevo dur- 
ing the talks, even though the shelling came 
from known Serb positions? 

A. There was firing by my forces on the 
periphery of the city, where we are holding 
positions of our front line against the Muslim 
forces that are trying to break through. They 
are trying to improve and consolidate their 
positions as the peace process gets underway. 
We are not making an offensive at this time. 
We have kept the same front lines in Sarajevo 
since the first day of war on April 5. 

Q. The Yugoslav prime minister, Mr. Milan 
Panic, argues that most of the mortar and 
sniper attacks taking place now in Bosnia are 
the responsibility of what he calls “paramili- 
tary hoodlums and terrorists” of all sides.Is 
this true? 

A. In this kind of inter-ethnic and inter-reli- 
gious war, many things happen that are not 
encouraged by any of the organized sides. 
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I grew up in Spokane, Washington, and 
have spent a fair amount of my life explor- 
ing the Idaho Panhandle — Couer 
d’Alene, Sandpoint, Bonners Ferry, and 
Hayden Lake, home of Richard Butler 
and the Aryan Nations movement. I re- 
member the Church of Jesus Christ Chris- 
tian (those guys with the swastika cross) 
assembling and holding rallies dowtown; I 
remember a white supremacist issuing a 
bomb threat against my high school. The 
confrontation near Naples, Idaho, which 
left one man, one woman and one little boy 
dead, is unfortunately familiar to those 
who grew..up.in the area. It’shappened 
before But this time, there's something: 
new. 
If it wasn’t for Lt. Col. James “Bo” Gritz, 
Army Special Forces commander, con- 
spiracy theorist and Populist Party presi- 
dential candidate, it is likely that Randy 
Weaver, holed up in his cabin, his son and

wife dead, wouldn’t have come out alive. For 
that, I’m grateful. But Gritz’s intervention 
has given national attention to what is, in fact, 
a very private problem. Gritz and his people, 
armed with fury and fax machines, have al- 
ready become a potent enough third-party 
force to get on the ballot in over 20 states and 
gain the allegience of over five percent of the 
Utah electorate. In an election many pollsters 
are seeing as being the closest since 1960, 
when Kennedy won by just over 100,000 votes 
nationwide, that five percent matters. Idaho, 
with its four electoral votes, matters. A lot. 

I can understand how principle-less politi- 
cians can drive frustrated voters to whatever 
ideologies (and idealists) might be available. 
That’s democracy. But too often these frus- 
trations are harnessed before they’re under- 
stood, and suddenly what should be local dis- 
content becomes a national movement, or part 
of one. Rabble-rousers from Al Sharpton to 
David Duke to Hitler all have had this in com- 
mon. And the media, which loves nothing like 
a movement, eats it up. 

Randy Weaver is not a movement — he’s 
just one more malcontent, just one more prob- 
lem that doesnt easily lend itself to simple 
polities, People -aré ¢omplex. Gritz’s politics, 
with his easy “representation” of those who 
were disturbed by what they saw, isn’t. 

What about Weaver? His beliefs (that 
Freemasons control through conspiracy the 
United States government; that White Anglo- 
Saxon Protestants are the lost tribe of Israel; 
that blacks are a slave race) may not have 
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been worth constant surveillance by_ {hit 
feds for a year and a half, and it may well 
as his sympathizers claim, that in the 
battle that killed three people, fed 
agents shot first.

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Group studies how books portray Korea 
Students look for geography, history biasin U.S. texts

A group of BYU faculty and students is begin- 
ning the r esearch process for a study on how Korea 
is portrayed in American textbooks. 

Mark Peterson, a professor of Asian and. Near 
Eastern Languages is the director of the project. 

Three committees have been formed to work on 
this three-year project, Peterson said. 

The first committee is made up of BY U students 
who will do the actual research work, Peterson 
said. 

These students will search through textbooks, 
primarily those on world history, geography and 
American history, for references to Korea and 
Korean history. They will then evaluate the infor- 
mation they find to decide if it is correct, incorrect 
or biased, Peterson said. 

The student committee has already gone to the 
Utah State Board of Education curriculum library 
and searched through the books available there. 


the students will review all the textbooks they can 
find that are used in the United States and have 
information about Korea in them. 

After the research has been done, a supervisory 
committee of BYU faculty, which Peterson chairs, 
will review the information. This committee is 
made up of faculty who teach Korean studies, reli-

gion, political science, social work or economics 
and are interested in Korea. 

After the BY U committee reviews the research, 
it will then be passed to a national advisory com- 
mittee, which Peterson also chairs. 

This committee consists of faculty members 
from the University of Southern California, the 
University of California, Los Angeles, the Univer- 
sity of Washington, Harvard and Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

After the national committee review, the pub- 
lishers of the textbooks will be sent a critique of 
the information about Korea in the book, telling 
them what is right about the information, and also 
what is wrong and how to fix it. 

Peterson said the research during the first year 
of the project will focus on textbooks used in junior 
high and high schools. The second year’s research 
will focus on reference works, including atlases 
and encyclopedias, and the third year’s research 
will focus on specialized and university books. 

Pe 1 says he doesn’t expect they’ll find ma- 
‘He said most of the information is sim- 
ply out of date. 

“Five-year-old books are 20 years out of date, 
while one-year-old books are only a little out of 
date,” Peterson said.

Korean Cultural Center is funding the project. 
Kim and Peterson first worked together before the 
Seoul Olympics preparing an information booklet 
about Korea that was distributed to press covering 
the Olympics. 

Peterson said the Korean government. is con- 
cerned about the way Korea is being portrayed in 
other countries’ education systems. 

A few years ago, the Japanese Ministry of Edu- 
cation started rewriting their textbooks, Peterson 
said. He said they were making changes to make 
Japan’s history look better; for instance, calling 
the Korean invasion the Korean ‘ ‘advancement.” 
He said they were essentially rewriting history. 
The Korean government became concerned about 
how their country was being portrayed in Japan 
initially, then they decided they wanted to know 
how Korea was being portrayed in the United 
States. 

Peterson said one of the faults of a lot of Ameri- 
can textbooks is that they talk about Asia as if it is 
made up of only China and Japan. ‘Korea gets left 


out ofthe discussion beeause it-is-a-small country. 


But Korea is not insignificant. Peterson said 
Korea is the 7th largest trading partner with the 
United States, surpassing Italy. 

Peterson said the Seoul Olympics did a lot to 
help Korea’s image in the United States.and the 
world. He said people were able to see that Korea 
is not like the Korea seen on M.A.S.H.

No. 1 Miami reminisces upset by BYU

Two years ago, top-ranked, de- 
fending national champion Miami 
opened its season on the road against 
a team with one game under its belt. 
The result: BYU 28, Miami 21. 

Once again, Miami is defending na- 
tional champion, ranked No. 1 and 
starting its season on the road against 
a team that already has played a 
game. 

The only difference is that Iowa lost 
its opener to North Carolina State in 
the Kickoff Classic, while BYU came 
into the game with a victory over 
Texas-El Paso. 

Miami coach Dennis Erickson is 
aware of the striking similarities be- 
tween the 1990 and 1992 openers. 

“We've reminded our players of 
what happened last time we were in 
this situation,” he said. “We know we 


can’t afford to be overconfident.” 

Although Iowa was unimpressive 
against N.C. State, Miami has sev- 
eral reasons to be concerned about its 
first game, including the loss of its top 
rusher and receiver. 

Fullback Stephen McGuire will 
miss the game because he still hasn’t 
recovered from knee surgery and re- 
ceiver Lamar Thomas, recently in- 
dicted in a financial aid scandal, will 
sit out until his case is resolved. 

And that’s not all. Injuries have 
decimated Miami's offensive line and 
Hurricane Andrew forced the team to 
move its pregame practices to Vero 
Beach. 

Iowa has all-Big Ten center Mike 
Devlin and standout wide receiver 
Danan Hughes. but they won’t be 
enough to beat the Hurricanes, a two- 
touchdown favorite whose 18-game 
winning streak is the nation’s longest. 


Fischer spits on orders, US in check

The reclusive 49-year-old Ameri- 
can chess genius was acerbic, abra- 
sive and dismissive at his first news 
conference in two decades. He 
showed he had lost none of his storied 
egotism, and appeared to have been 
nursing numerous private grudges. 

“This is the order to provide infor- 
mation and cease and desist activities 
from the Department of Treasury, 
Washington, D.C., Aug. 21, 1992,” 
Fischer said, brandishing a document 
he pulled from a briefcase. 

“This is my reply to the order not to 
defend my title here,” he said, and 
spat loudly at the letter as match or- 
ganizers and some Yugoslav journal- 
ists applauded. 

Fischer lashed out at the chess es- 
tablishment, Soviet publishers, world 
press censorship, Communists, Jews, 
Israel and the United Nations, and 
said he felt mistreated by the U.S. 
government. 

Fischer declared that he remains 
world champion and characterized 
the current official titleholder, Garry 
Kasparov, as among the “lowest dogs 


around.” 

Fischer attended the hour-long 
news conference with Spassky, whom 
he beat in Reykjavik, Iceland, in 1972 
to take the world crown. 

The only American ever to win the 
world chess championship, Fischer 
was stripped of the title in 1975 when 
he refused to play Anatoly Karpov 
after quarreling with the Interna- 
tional Chess Federation over contest

Eight candidates for governor of | 


Utah gathered together in the Utah 
Valley Community College ballroom 
Wednesday, in front ofa crowd that! 
shrank in size from over-.100 to less 
than 30 as time went on. The candi- 
dates, which ranged from the ex- 
treme left to the extreme right to the 
radical middle, appeared as part of a 
debate series sponsored by UVCC 
which will continue through the rest 
of the election season. 

“This first debate didn’t turn out 
too bad,” said. Matt Campbell, 21, a 
UVCC student and one of the orga- 
nizers of the event, as he overlooked 
the by-then nearly empty room near 
UVCC’s lunch hall. “I wish people 
would stick around once they were 
done eating, though.” 

Perhaps it was the length of the 
two-hour event, or perhaps it was 
simply that once the “regular” candi- 
dates for governor — Democrats, Re- 
publicans and perennial Independent 
candidate Merrill Cook — took the 
stage, some of the drama left. The 
debate, after all, started off with gu- 
bernatorial candidates and represen- 
tatives from the Utah’s American 
Party, Independent American Party, 
and Socialist Workers Party heatedly 
arguing over taxes, welfare, the Con- 
stitution and war. 

“Vague on specifics, great on prin- 
ciples,” was how one UVCC student 
described it. 

Soon, however, the heavyweights 
began to make their presence known. 
Stewart Hanson, a leading competi- 
tor for the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination, opted out of the debate, 
as did Mike Leavitt, current front- 
runner in the race for the GOP guber- 
natorial slot. Olene Walker, Leavitt’s 
pick for the lieutenant governor posi- 
tion, took his place, however. 

The first waves were made by Pat 
Shea, Stewart’s competitor for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomina- 
tion, and Cook, who faced off on ques- 
tions involving the future of UVCC 
and Utah higher education, land use, 
abortion and pari-mutuel betting. 

Cook came on strong, urging a re- 
form of Utah’s sales tax and opposing 
further spending to “attract” the 2002 
Winter Olympics. “That sort of 
spending is crazy,” he said. 

Cook also strongly backed a state- 
based multiple-use land policy for 
Utah, a proposal which would allow 
continued mining and foresting in 
many of Utah’s protected wilderness 
areas. “There should be local control 
over that sort of decision-making,” he 
emphasized, in a not-too-subtle swipe

days after the storm, was serious 
about providing help. 

And, one day after Bush’s second 
tour of the storm wreckage, three 
Cabinet-level secretaries were in the 
area. Transportation Secretary An- 
drew Card, who has been in charge of 
the federal relief effort, was joined at 
a news conference by Housing Secre- 
tary Jack Kemp and Health and Hu- 
man Services Secretary Louis Sulli- 
van. 

Kemp said Bush would ask for a 
multibillion-dollar supplemental ap- 
propriation for relief, and also said 
the government would consider 


whether to build smaller tent cities in . 


damaged neighborhoods so that peo- 
ple could stay closer to what is left of 
their homes. 

“Folks want to protect their castle, 
their palace,” Kemp said. 

Florida state officials said Wednes- 
day that 1.7 million meals had been 
served so far at 35 immobile feeding 
sites and 75 mobile ones, and that 
700,000 pounds of food had been dis- 
tributed. 

A Fort Lauderdale equipment com- 
pany and an Iowa dairy said they had 
distributed 50,000 eight-ounce car- 
tons of milk. 

After President Bush appeared on 
television Tuesday night and asked 
for donations and volunteers for the 
storm victims, the Red Cross was in- 
undated with donations. By Wednes- 
day morning, spokesman David 
Giroux said, the organization had re- 
ceived some 30,000 calls and pledges 
of $2.5 million.

Utah shouldn't spend mil- 
lions on useless lawsuits to fight it.” 

Shea admitted that his views prob- 
ably weren’t well known in rural 
Utah, but expressed confidence that, 
come the primary election, he’d still 
make an impact.
